I was  going  door  to  door  for  the  North  Mission  Associa- 
tion speaking  to  area  residents  about  Richard  Deringer's 
proposed  Van  Ness  Gateway  office  complex,  and  urging  them  to 
sign  our  petition  of  opposition.  In  the  middle  of  Clinton 
Park,  a narrow  street  off  Guerrero,  I saw  a large  sign 
reading  "Open  for  Inspection;  Dawson  & Brolen  Realty". 
Inside  selling  the  condominium  was  real  estate  broker  Carol 
Ruth  Silver.  Yes,  Supervisor  Carol  Ruth  Silver...  whose 
quest  for  financial  security  now  extends  past  her  job  as 
supervisor  and  attorney  at  law. 

It  was  late  in  the  day.  Being  a friendly  sort,  I 
didn't  bring  up  Carol's  increasingly  conservative  voting 
record,  nor  did  I bring  up  Carol's  championing  every 
developer  that  comes  up  to  bat  at  City  Hall.  A conversation 
did  ensue  about  real  estate,  and  how  now  i6  a "hot  time"  to 
buy  property.  "The  Mission  is  in  the  Sun-belt,  it's  a place 
to  be."  That  particular  use  of  the  phrase  "Sun-belt"  was  a 
new  one  to  me . 

Anyway,  more  real  estate  sales...  increased  value... 
Increased  commissions,  etc.  Left  out  were  two  words. 
Increased  evictions! 

Didn't  have  any  trouble  getting  signatures  on  my 
petition.  People  made  the  connection  between  a mini- 
downtown complex  at  our  doorstep  and  Increased  evictions. 
There  were  plenty  of  other  reasons  people  signed  the 
petition;  "traffic  conditions",  "overcroweded  MUNI",  "wbo 
needs  more  office  buildings",  "bad  planning",  and  "I  like 
the  Firestone  building",  were  also  cited  as  North  Mission 
residents  etched  their  John  Does  on  the  petition.  But  the 
gut  response  was  on  the  issue  of  residential  and  commercial 
displacement . 

In  their  April  7th  Summary  of  Comments  & Responses,  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  stated:  "it  is  likely... 
existing  businesses  would  be  displaced." 

The  North  Mission  Association  gathered  over  1000 
signatures  in  less  than  two  weeks.  Many  residents  also 
wrote  leccere  to  the  Planning  Commission. 

On  April  24th,  the  public  hearing  on  Van  Ness  Gateway 
was  held.  Lots  of  speakers  pro  and  con;  and  a good  turnout 
from  North  Mission  folks  opposed  to  the  project.  Supporters 
for  Deringer  cited  two  reasons  for  approving  the  project. 
One  was  Jobs,  and  the  other  reason  stated  was  that  the

The  major  developers  described  in  last  month's  $UPES 
FOR  SALE  who  form  the  backbone  of  the  property  industry's 
financial  interest  in  San  Francisco  politics  are,  by  and 
large,  compassionate  and  sophisticated  people. 

Most  have  never  been  in  trouble  with  the  law.  Many 
have  never  even  signed  an  eviction  notice. 

They  are  not  unaware  that  their  projects  Inflate  real 
estate  values  in  the  neighborhoods,  encouraging  "sharp 
practices"  by  local  landlords,  but  such  considerations, 
frankly,  do  not  enter  into  their  considerations. 

Their  "little  brothers",  the  neighborhood  "local 
heroes"  have  much  in  conmon  with  their  downtown  elders. 
They  also  comprise  a close  and  incestuous  fraternity.  And 
they  also  like  to  pay  for  real  or  presumed  political  pull. 

The  displacement  of  the  Good  Life  Grocery  on  Potrero 
Hill  last  September  following  the  purchase  of  the  building 
by  five  investors  provides  a departure  point  for  touring 
this  milieu.  Three  of  them  (Art  Zemel,  Arnold  Smoller  and 
Irving  Zaretsky)  gifted  Maher,  Nelder,  Silver,  Renne, 
Molinari  and  Hongisto  in  1984-5. 

Maher  dismissed  the  prospect  of  repercussions  from  the 
Hill,  calling  the  matter  "a  dispute  among  capitalists". 
Hongisto  (whose  other  supporters  include  developer  attorney 
Tim  Tosta  and  rock  impresario  Bill  Graham)  attributed  his 
gift  to  a long-standing  acquaintance  with  civil  rights 
advocate  Efraim  Margolin,  attorney  for  the  Investors. 

Last  September,  Zemel  and  Tosta  circulated  a leaflet 
warning  that  failure  to  gentrify  the  Tenderloin  (currently 
being  described  in  real-estate  publications  as  the  "East  Van 
Ness  Corridor"  would  "institutionalize  blight".  Their 
organization.  North  of  Market  Advocates  (successor  to  POWER, 
Property  Owners  for  Equitable  Regulations)  Includes  one 
Vincent  Kircher  among  its  directors. 

Kircher,  a leaseholder  on  several  residential  hotels, 
came  to  the  Tenderloin  from  the  Mission...  chased  out  by  its 
residents  and  the  North  Mission  Association.

Dear  North  Mission  News: 

This  letter  is  in  response  to  a letter  from  Chris 
Collins  in  the  last  issue  of  the  North  Mission  News.  Mr. 
Collins  has  completely  misunderstood  the  struggle  the 
residents  of  the  East  Slope  of  Bernal  Heights  have  been 
mounting  against  Brown  Bear  Realty  since  early  February.  He 
states:  "Another  everyone-wants-new-housing-except-in-their 

-neighborhood  story  was  recently  featured  in  the  S.F. 
Chron/Ex  when  a group  of  residents  blocked  the  path  of  a 
bulldozer  which  wanted  to  grade  an  empty  lot  for  a single 
family  home  in  liberal  Bernal  Heights." 

The  residents  of  the  East  Slope  are  tenants  and 
property  owners,  all  working  people  of  diverse  ages, 
cultures  and  political  orientations.  We  stand  untied 
against  speculation  in  Bernal  Heights,  but  we  are  not 
against  increaseing  the  supply  of  well -planned , affordable 
housing.  The  project  at  118  Brewster  is,  by  East  Slope 
standards,  luxury  housing.  Very  few  of  the  current  residents 
here  could  afford  to  buy  it  or  rent  it.  It  is  also  ques- 
tionable, given  its  proposed  massive  size--overwhe lming  in 
this  neighborhood  of  mainly  single  story  houses,  that  it 
will  be  a single  family  dwelling. 

The  contractor  is  excavating  land  much  too  close  to  a 
huge  100-year-old  shallow-rooted  eucalyptus  tree.  This 
proposed  project,  now  actually  underway,  will  increase  par- 
king problems  on  a street  with  already  limited  fire  access. 

San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors'  Resolution  7979 
states  that  "Incremental  construction  without  comprehensive 
resolution  of... (the  East  Slope's)...  problems  presents  a 
clear  and  present  danger  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
res idents . " 

We  object  to  unsafe  housing  as  well  as  to  speculative 
housing  that  would  seek  to  drive  out  low  and  moderate  income 
residents,  not  only  from  the  East  Slope,  but  from  the  entire 
city  of  San  Francisco. 

I hope  Mr.  Collins  and  others  can  now  better  understand 
our  concerns.

President  Ruth  Lopez  exposed  conditions  in  the  Kircher- 
managed  Carmelita  Apartments  (North  Mission  News  7/81)  as: 
"...infested  with  cockroaches  and  rats.  The  plumbing  is  a 
mess  and  the  wiring  is  just  as  bad...  one  tenant  says 
urine  drips  from  a hole  in  his  ceiling  into  his  kitchen 
sink...  But  fire,  that's  the  real  problem." 

Indeed.  The  News  detailed  fires  in  Kircher  properties 
at  2361  Mission  and  in  North  Beach  (401  Broadway),  Polk 
Gulch  (706  Polk)  and  the  Tenderloin  (445  O' Farrell). 

Kircher' 8 beneficiaries  in  1984-5  were  Hongisto, 
Molinari,  Renne  Kopp  and  Kennedy.  Since  his  departure, 
Landmark  Realty  has  assumed  the  mantle  of  most  despised 
landlord  in  the  Mission.  (see  North  Mission  News,  10/85) 

Led  by  revoked  realtor  "Bob"  Imhoff  and  bankrolled  by 
television-duped  investors  and  trusts  established  by  the 
Richmond  District  law  firm  of  Bacci  and  Bacci,  the  Landmark 
empire  achieved  Citywide  notoriety  for  legal  battles  over 
thousands  of  questionable  security  deposits  and  for  attemp- 
ting to  evict  a widow  and  decontrol  her  apartment  on  the 
grounds  that  the  lease  was  in  the  name  of  her  dead  husband. 

Even  Warren  Hinckle  shook  his  fist  at  Landmark  when  it 
tried  to  boot  out  a tenant  who  worked  at  an  animal  shelter 
and  took  a dog  home  with  him  to  save  it  from  extermination. 

Imhoff  (see  "Bob's  Corner",  this  issue)  contributed  to 
Carol  Silver  in  both  1984  and  '85.  And  Silver,  who  after 
vowing  to  keep  a controversial  donation  from  Sophie  Lau  of 
Good  Earth  Realty  proclaimed  her  willingness  to  vote  against 
contributors,  came  through  for  Imhoff  on  August  12  when  he 
appealed  a Planning  Commission  order  to  vacate  Landmark's 
illegally  converted  headquarters  at  573  South  Van  Ness, 
(motion  10356  on  Application  85.209c) 

Through  an  aide,  Silver  denied  knowledge  of  Landmark's 
reputation.  This  strains  credibility,  given  her  origen  in 
the  Mission's  District  6,  and  the  fact  that  her  personal 
residence  is  across  the  street  from  that  of  Robert  Imhoff. 

Every  morning,  the  first  thing  that  the  President  of 
Landmark  Realty  sees  is  Silver.  And  when  the  Supervisor 
greets  the  day,  Carol's  first  sight  is  Imhoff  staring  back 
at  her. 

Another  Imhoff  supporter  on  that  vote  was  Harry  Britt. 
Britt  aide,  Dale  Van  Gorder,  discounted  the  influence  of 
Landmark' 8 attorney  Tim  Tosta  who  has  financially  helped 
Britt  both  in  '84  and  '85.  Some  City  Hall  regulars  specu- 
late Harry's  Imhoff  vote  was  not  entirely  due  to  Tosta,  but 
Included  the  opposition  of  Bill  Maher  to  the  conversion;  the 
reason  being  Britt's  dislike  of  Maher  having  reached  a level 
of  obsession  such  that  he  reflexively  opposes  Maher  stances. 
Van  Gorder  would  only  state  that  if  Bob  were  to  come  before 
the  board  again,  Britt  would  "probably  vote  differently". 

It  was  Maher,  not  Britt  however,  who  received  a belated 
gift  from  Imhoff.  "Bob"  thus  joins  Bill  Maher's  hodge-podge 
band  of  backers  including  Landmark  beard  Wayne  Kennedy,  the 
Mayor's  housing  czar  Bill  Witte,  the  destructors  of  the 
International  Hotel,  Reverend  Cecil  Williams,  Dr.  Rider  the 
Sunset  hotel  converter  and  Angelo  Sangiacomo,  whose  abuse  of 
wealthy  tenants  brought  rent-control  to  the  City.  (Maher's 
Friends'  Committee  forwarded  some  of  this  accursed  loot  to 
Irish  Northern  Aid  and  more  to  Willie  Brown  who  slyly 
redonated  it  to  Nelder...  one  of  Bill's  major  competitors  in 
November's  upcoming  election.) 

When  informed  that  Britt  was  one  of  those  who  kept  his 
Good  Earth  money  after  leading  Dave  Farrell  of  the  Chronicle 
and  Phil  Matier  of  the  Examiner  to  assume  he  would  return 
it,  Van  Gorder  said  that  Lau  "made  a bad  investment". 

Silver  and  Britt  were  joined  by  Nancy  Walker  who  stated 
from  the  onset  she  would  keep  the  Lau  donation,  and  by  Kopp 
who  told  Farrell  (5/1/85)  that  he  would  return  the  check 
because  "the  appearance  of  it  might  be  bad." 

He  didn't. 

For  her  part,  Sophie  Lau  expressed  disgust  with  most  of 
her  beneficiaries.  Molinari  "was  using  my  place  six  months 
rent  free  and  asked  to  use  it  for  Dianne",  referring  to  the 
Mayor' 8 last  campaign.  Kopp  "put  a bad  taste  on  our  mouths" 
after  Lau  claimed  to  have  raised  $30,000  for  the  Supervisor. 
"In  1983,  Quentin  Kopp  had  a party  at  Bimbo's...  no  Chinese! 

"Wendy  Nelder  was  the  first  who  returned  my  check  with 
a nice  letter,"  concluded  Lau.  "I  couldn't  buy  her  a cup  of 
coffee.  A lady  like  that  (Nelder  was  the  sole  Board  member 
voting  yes  on  Lau' 8 conversion)...  I have  my  respect."  When 
the  brouhaha  died  down  Wendy  also  had  a second...  unremarked 
-upon...  five  bills,  this  time  to  keep. 

Richard  Hongisto  kept  and  reported  his  $500  donation 
stating  that  he  had  forwarded  it  to  a fund  for  AIDS  victims. 

The  San  Francisco  Business  Journal,  singled  out  Imhoff, 
Lau  and  Frank  Lembi  as  principle  miscreants  under  the  City's 
land lord- tenant  statutes.  Lembi,  you  may  recall  made  super- 
maximum  donations  to  Molinari' s 1984  campaign  through  his 
Continental  S&L  and  two  subsidiaries.  As  reported  in  the 
North  Mission  News  (July  and  August,  1985)  Assistant 
District  Attorney  Burk  Delventhal  proclaimed  that  even 
wholly  owned  subsidiaries  could  contribute  the  $1,000 
maximum  regardless  of  their  number  and  admitted  the  Lembi 
largesse  "may  provide  a loophole"  in  the  contributions  law.

Originally  established  in  1982  as  a project  of  the 
Tavern  Guild,  the  association  of  Gay  restaurants  and  bars, 
the  store  is  mainly  staffed  by  volunteers  although  it  claims 
to  gross  around  $1,000  a day.  More  than  150  charities 
regularly  donate  goods.  So  where  does  all  that  money  go? 

"This  is  the  only  thrift  store  around  where  you  get  to 
designate  where  you  want  the  proceeds  of  your  donation  to 
go.  If  the  donor  doesn't  specify,  we  give  the  proceeds  to 
the  Gay  Men's  Chorus.  When  an  organization  is  in  need  of 
building  up,  we  try  to  help.

But  they've  been  robbed  at 
gunpoint  and  they've  been  broken  into  at  night.  They're  as 
wary  and  practical  when  it  comes  to  income  and  unnecessary 
outflow  as  anybody  else  in  business. 

The  store  is  open  7 days  a week.  I accosted  a Latin 
guy  at  the  door  as  he  was  about  to  leave  and  asked  him  why 
he  had  come  ini  "Well,  to  be  frank,  I was  just  passing  by. 
I stopped  in  por  curios idad . . . y es  un  lugar  muy  curioso, 
verdad."  And  it  ijj  really  a strange  place,  isn't  it? 

For  the  time  being,  staff  salaries  range  from  4 to  6 
dollars  an  hour.  And  there  are  only  a few  of  these.  They 
put  a lot  of  Project  20s  to  work  and  the  store  is  also  part 
of  a City  program  called  Job  Diversion  whereby  a prisoner 
eligible  for  parole  can  get  out  of  jail  five  days  a week  out 
of  seven  to  work  here. 

When  I confess  to  Jim  Bonko  that  . I'm  doing  this  story 
as  part  of  my  Project  20  requirement,  he  laughs  with  glee. 
"Next  time,  do  it  with  us,"  he  said.  "We  always  need  more 
volunteers . " 

The  next  time  my  parking  tickets  amass,  as  they're 
bound  to,  I might  take  Jim  Bonko  up  on  his  offer.  As  he 
says,  if  I work  here,  I can  get  the  "inside  scoop"  on  the 
Community  Thrift  Store.  And  this  is  not  a bad  idea  for 
anyone  wanting  to  get  material  for  a first  novel.

office  buildings  would  "clean  up  the  area".  Housepainter 
and  Mission  resident  William  Moriarty  countered  "I  guess  you 
want  to  clean  me  out  of  my  apartment,  is  that  it?"  Bob 
jWeisblatt  defused  the  job  argument  stating  that  all  these 
government  jobs  are  a transfer  of  jobs  and  not  job  creation. 
Several  businessmen,  a pants  manufacturer  and  a printer 
wondered  if  their  blue  collar  industries  would  survive  if 
Deringer's  office  complex  was  built. 

Now  it' 8 up  to  the  Planning  Commission.  No  one  knows 
if  Deringer's  "old  boy"  network  of  influential  consultants 
and  attorneys  will  carry  the  day.  We  can  be  proud  that  many 
individuals  and  groups  joined  the  North  Mission  Association 
in  opposing  the  project.  Among  them:  the  Mission  Community 
Coalition,  South  of  Market  Alliance,  San  Franciscans  for 
Reasonable  Growth,  San  Francisco  Campaign  for  Accountable 
Planning,  San  Franciscans  for  a Highrise  Moratorium,  the 
ACLU,  National  Center  for  Youth  Law,  the  Employment  Law 
Center,  Ben  Davis  Manufacturing  Co.,  Women's  Press  Project, 
Francis  of  Assisi  Tenants'  Council,  San  Francisco  Tomorrow, 
and  the  North  of  Market  Planning  Coalition.  Bravo  to  all 
these  groups! 

However,  others  played  a negative  role.  You  can  always 
find  a few  suckers  who  will  sell  out  to  a developer  or  sell 
out  to  a politician  for  the  "promise"  of  a few  jobs.  Never 
mind  the  price  all  of  us  will  have  to  pay  in  the  end. 

Walter  Johnson,  head  of  the  Labor  Council  and  a good 
labor  leader,  spoke  for  Deringer  with  dreams  of  Mission 
Street '8  glory  days  in  his  head.  Speakers  from  the  Western 
Addition  and  Bayview  spoke  of  the  need  for  construction 
jobs . 

Among  others  who  enter  Deringer's  "Hall  of  Shame"  are 
the  Tenderloin  based  Reality  House  West  (repudiated  by  most 
upstanding  organizations  in  that  neighborhood)  the  New  Bay 
View  News,  who  suggested  commercial  rent  control  as  a way  of 
mitigating  the  project,  and  the  usually  pro-people  Potrero 
Neighborhood  House. 

Former  North  Mission  Association  President  Betty  Anello 
turned  her  back  on  the  Commission  at  the  public  hearing 
and  lambasted  these  groups.  "What  you  did  was  cheap  and 
low! " 

Several  individuals  in  the  Mission,  at  the  developer's, 
behest,  attempted  unsuccessfully  to  change  the  position  of 
the  Mission  Community  Coalition.  But  the  Mission  holds  firm 
and  Deringer  has  been  forced  to  look  for  supporters  in 
neighborhoods  less  affected  by  the  project...  a dangerous 
and  ignorant  position.  Mission  groups  did  not  undercut  the 
standing  of  the  Bayview  community  with  the  Executive  Park 
developers  and  there  is  going  to  be  a lot  of  resentment  from 
the  unemployed  hereabouts  at  Deringer's  importing  of  poverty 
pimps  from  other  neighborhoods  who,  because  their  own  small 
business  are  not  going  to  be  shut  down  and  their  own  rents 
raised,  are  willing  to  enter  into  cut-rate  agreements  like  ^ 
so  many  dented  and  expired  cans  of  corn  and  macaroni  from 
the  Canned  Foods  Warehouse.  The  kind  of  resentment  that 
turns  ugly  and  last  longer  than  the  poisoned  farms  and 
rivers  at  a Russian  nuke  disaster  site. 

More  scuzzy  racial  politics  were  injected  into  the 
meeting  by  Deringer-employed  minister  and  activist  Jesse 
James,  who  read  a poem  implying  that  those  who  opposed  the 
project  were  enemies  of  the  homeless  who  would  get  Deringer 
jobs.  Neither  the  developer  nor  his  entourage  mentioned 
that  even  if  new  government-related  jobs  were  created,  they 
would  be  filled  through  the  Civil  Service,  and  not  through 
the  intercession  of  influential  community  job-brokers. 

The  homeless,  in  fact,  would  have  been  better  served  by 
the  developer's  dropping  efforts  to  evade  restitution  of  the 
26  housing  units  of  the  burned-out  Evergreen  Hotel  through  a 
perceived  loophole  in  the  Residential  Hotel  Conversion’ 
Ordinance.  Deringer's  housing  mitigations,  moreover,  are 
slated  for  places  like  Hunter's  Point  and  the  Excelsior  and 
the  offer  of  funding  for  Mission  housing  (incorrectly 
reported  by  Gerald  Adams  in  the  Examiner)  turns  out  to  be 
housing  on  Mission  Street...  5763  Mission  that  is,  or  just  a 
good  spit  in  a strong  tailwind  from  Daly  City. 

But  Adams  redeemed  himself  by  checking  out  a few  of  the 
Deringer  backers.  Jesse  James,  at  least,  made  no  bones 
about  the  fact  that  he  works  for  the  developers,  but  Adams 
uncovered  other  Deringer  shills  among  the  Planning  speakers. 
Many  of  those  not  working  for  Deringer  own  rental  property 
near  the  project  site,  which  they  intend  to  gentrify  by 
converting  to  condos  and  bringing  in  hungry  realtors  like 
Carol  Ruth  Silver  to  tend  to  the  details. 

The  Planning  Commission  will  vote  on  the  project  May  8. 
But  the  struggles  and  the  schemes  are  far  from  over.

Zapotec 

- by  Michael  Salser 

San  Francisco  Fiber  is  more  than  just  a retail  yarn 
shop.  In  addition  to  loom  sales  and  rentals,  classes  in 
weaving,  basketmaking,  knitting,  crocheting  and  spinning,  it 
serves  as  a focal  point  and  gathering  place  for  may  talented 
artists  who  work  with  fiber. 

One  of  those  artists  is  Jane  Mintz  who,  aside  from  her 
work  in  3-<Jimens  ional  sculpted  tapestries,  is  an  importer  of 
fine  Mexican  rugs.  She  has  a large  and  impressive 
collection  of  Zapotec  weavings.  On  Saturday,  April  5,  she 
sponsored  a lecture  by  a master  weaver  from  Oaxaca,  Mexico, 
a Zapotec  Indian  named  Justo  Lazo  Bautista. 

Justo  began  his  lecture  by  telling  some  of  the  history 
of  the  valley  of  Oaxaca,  about  the  ancient  cities  of  Monte 
Alban  and  Mitla  and  the  people  who  inhabited  them.  Justo  i6 
tr i- 1 ingua 1 , speaking  English,  Spanish  and  his  native 
Zapotec.  This  is  an  especially  helpful  skill  for  Justo, 
since  he  is  also  an  official  guide  in  Oaxaca. 

Turning  to  the  subject  of  Zapotec  rugs,  one  of  the 
first  things  Justo  told  the  audience  was  that  "all  weavers 
are  men"  though  Jane  was  quick  to  add  that  "there  are  some 
women"  who  weave.  The  Zapotec  artists  create  their  rugs  by 
hand  using  both  natural  materials  and  dyes.  Wool  is  the 
material  of  choice,  though  other  materials  are  sometimes 
used.  Wool  was  introduced  to  the  Zapotecs  by  the  Dominican 
priests,  shortly  after  the  conquest. 

There  are  mahy  preliminary  steps  to  go  through  before 
the  actual  weaving  can  begin.  The  wool  must  be  washed, 
carded  or  combed,  dyed  and  spun.  Women  and  children  help 
with  these  preliminary  steps. 

The  Zapotecs  use  natural  dyes,  that  is,  colors  that  are 
obtained  from  organic  sources  such  as  indigo,  pecan  shells, 
and  scotch  broom.  One  popular  dye  i6  cochineal,  which  is  a 
red  color  that  is  derived  from  the  cochineal  beetle,  and  is 
found  on  the  nopal  cactus.  It  is  used  sparingly  because  it 
is  in  short  supply.  Some  of  the  Zapotecs  are  trying  to 
remedy  thi6  shortage  by  planting  fields  of  the  Nopal  cactus. 
However,  Justo  said  they  are  having  mixed  luck  with  this, 
because  the  cactus  needs  a very  hot  climate  to  grow  well  and 
"Oaxaca  is  not  as  hot  as  it  used  to  be." 

Next,  Justo  talked  about  the  designs  of  the  weavings. 
Rain,  mist,  clouds  and  lightning  are  conmon  themes,  though 
they  might  be  difficult  for  the  novice  rug  aficionado  to 
interpret  correctly.  Thick  borders  serve  "to  keep  bad 


spirits  out",  a design  element  shared  by  the  Navajo  weavers 
of  our  own  Southwest.  One  of  the  rugs  on  display  looked 
very  much  like  a Navajo  rug,  illustrating  the  scope  of 
influence  on  design  found  in  the  Zapotec  weavings.  In  fact, 
Justo  said , "evidence  exists  to  support  the  theory  that  at 
one  time  the  Zapotec  Indians  engaged  in  trade  with  the 
Navajo  Indians." 

Justo  ended  the  hour  by  taking  questions  from  the 
audience.  Someone  asked  if  he  listened  to  music  while  he 
wove.  He  does,  and  while  he  might  listen  to  soft,  low-key 
music  while  weaving  a complex  design,  he  prefers  up-tempo 
music  for  a pattern  that  is  simpler,  "just  stripes"  for 
example.  Asked  whether  the  weavers  might  form  a co-operative 
to  ensure  a fair  price  for  their  work,  he  replied  that  the 
"free  market  system"  worked  just  fine.  A less  talented 
artist,  weaving  simpler  designs,  can  sell  rugs  cheaper  than 
a master  weaver  creating  complex  patterns,  which  are  much 
more  time  consuming  to  do.  Like  all  art,  you  get  what  you 
pay  for. 

Following  the  questions,  a wine  and  guacamole  reception 
was  held.  Audience  members  had  an  opportunity  to  chat  with 
Jus  to  and  to  inspect  the  many  rugs  which  were  on  display.

MEN 

OVERCOMING 

VIOLENCE 


"A  battered  woman  is  a woman  who  is  repeatedly, 
subjected  to  any  forceful  physical  or  psychologi- 
cal behavior  by  a m*n  in  order  to  coerce  her  to  do 
something  he  wants  her  to  do,  without  any  concern 
for  her  rights.  Battered  women  are  wives  or  women 
in  any  form  of  intimate  relationship  with  men." 

- (Lenore  Walker,  The  Battered  Woman) 

Men,  in  this  society,  learn  to  dominate  women  as  part 
of  their  socialization  process.  Some  men  verbally  abuse  or 
withhold  af fee ton  to  exercise  their  domination.  Many  men 
use  physical  violence.  Violence  is  a strategy  of  control. 
They  believe  that  as  heads  of  households,  their  women  are 
their  property  and  have  the  right  to  their  obedience  and  the 
right  to  use  violence  to  control  her.  Woman-beating  exists 
in  epidemic  numbers. 

Physically  abused  women  experience  painful  bruises, 
swellings,  broken  bones  and  miscarriages.  Some  become 
facially  misfigured  from  many  scars  and  broken  facial  bones. 
Some,  in  order  to  end  the  abuse,  kill  their  partners  or 
themselves.  Others  lose  their  sanities  to  escape  the 
reality  of  the  brutality  in  their  lives. 

Both  the  victim  and  the  abuser  must  realize  that  this 
kind  of  abusive  behavior  is  the  man's  responsibility  and 
that  he  must  work  to  control  his  violent  tendencies.  Women 
should  not  be  blamed  for  their  victimization.  They  do  not 

ask  for  it.  v .. 

In  fighting  domestic  violence,  women  have  been  the 

leaders  by  providing  emergency  shelters  and  resources  to 
battered  women  and  their  children.  Men  have  joined  the 
fight  by  providing  counseling  to  abusive  men.  One  such 
group  is  Men  Overcoming  Violence,  or  MOVE,  for  short. 

MOVE  was  begun  by  a group  of  Bay  Area  men.  These  men 
started  out  in  an  attempt  to  understand  themselves  by  talk- 
ing to  each  other  as  a group.  Some  of  them  were  abusive. 
Some  were  not.  They  found  that  they  shared  many  similar 
experiences  and  feelings  toward  women.  In  1981,  they  formed 
an  organization  providing  counseling  to  other  men. 


MOVE  counsels  men  who  are  also  emotionally  and  verbally 
abusive.  Their  first  goal,  however,  is  stopping  the  violent 
tendencies  of  physically  abusive  men.  MOVE  works  with  men 
to  help  them  recognize  the  warning  signals  of  their  violent 
behaviors,  and  teaches  them  how  to  leave  a situation  safely 
before  a violent  incident  occurs.  Some  of  the  warning 
signals  are  rises  in  the  rate  of  heartbeat  or  breathing,  the 
body  feeling  hot,  a buzzing  sensation,  the  vision  becoming 
blurred  or  abnormally  clear.  Different  men  have  different 
warning  signals.  Through  careful  counseling  they  can 
identify  them. 

MOVE  counsels  men  individually  when  working  with  more 
personal  issues,  but  they  work  with  men  in  groups  primarily. 
In  groups  men  realize  that  they  are  not  alone.  With  this 
realization,  they  learn  to  become  spportive  of  each  other. 
They  learn  to  relate  to  each  other  as  men  in  new  and 
enlightened  ways  and,  in  turn,  learn  to  overcome  their 
"volatile  dependence"  on  women.  Talking  as  a group  is  in 
itself  therapeutic. 

Groups  meet  in  cycles  of  12  week,  once  a week. 
Exercises,  individual  work  and  discussions  are  examples  of 
group  activities.  Topics  such  as  anger,  blaming,  responsi- 
bility, control,  attitudes  to  men  and  women  and  fair 
fighting  are  worked  on.  Many  men  find  themselves 
participating  in  second  cycles  after  completing  a first  one. 

MOVE,  as  part  of  their  goal,  try  to  educate  the  public 
about  violence  against  women  through  presentations  such  as 
role  plays  of  battering  incidents  and  counseling  sessions. 
They  talk  to  members  of  the  community  such  as  battered 
women' 8 shelters'  volunteers,  high  school  and  college 
students,  and  city  and  statewide  commissions.

NORTH  MISSION  NOTEBOOK 

AIDS  EDUCATION  CAMPAIGN  LAUNCHED 

AIDS:  FIGHT  THE  FEAR  WITH  FACTS,  is  a multi-media 
education  campaign  which  includes  television  public  service 
announcements,  print  advertisements  and  a media  outreach 
effort.  The  campaign  effort  will  be  expanded  to  include 
radio  public  service  announcements  in  the  enar  future.  This 
Northern  California  education  campaign  is  being  primarily 
funded  by  the  California  Department  of  Health  Services  and 
the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  is  also 
being  supported  by  local  AIDS  education  agencies. 

The  purpose  of  this  education  campaign  is  to  help  the 
general  public  confront  the  comnon  fears  of  AIDS  and  people 
with  AIDS,  and  to  make  existing  AIDS  education  resources 
more  visible  so  that  individual  questions  and  requests  for 
further  information  can  be  readily  obtained. 

This  campaign  also  calls  for  personal  action  beyond 
just  getting  the  facts.  The  campaign  intent  is  that  the 
general  public  will  learn  that  there  is  no  risk  in  treating 
people  with  AIDS  with  humanitarian  compassion.  That  in 
fact,  people  with  AIDS  deserve  the  same  kind  of  care  and 
understanding  that  an  individual  suffering  from  any  other 
kind  of  life-threatening  illness  might  expect. 

An  important  component  of  this  education  campaign  is 
the  AIDS  Information  Hotline.  One  of  the  messages  contained 
in  FIGHT  THE  FEAR  WITH  THE  FACTS  is  that  people  should  feel 
comfortable  in  calling  the  Hotline  to  receive  the  most  up- 
to-date  information  possible  on  AIDS  transmission,  risk- 
reduction  and  related  services/resources.  The  Hotline  is 
for  everyone  who  has  a question  or  concern  about  AIDS,  not 
strictly  for  those  who  might  be  at  risk.

THE  PROJECT  20  EXPERIENCE 

I parked  my  car  the  other  day  on  Bryant  Street  close  to 
the  Hall  of  Justice  to  get  to  work.  When  I came  back  in  the 
evening,  there  was  a tag  stuck  under  my  wiper  blade. 
Annoyed,  I tore  the  paper  up.  (I  later  gave  in  and  paid  the 
ticket . ) 

Some  people  accumulate  hundreds  of  dollars'  worth  of 
tickets.  A driver  then  finds  out  that  the  DMV  won't  renew 
his  registration  or  driver's  license  until  he  has  the  matter 
of  his  tickets  adjudicated.  Let's  call  our  hypothetical 
driver  Ray.  If  Ray  puts  off  these  matters  indefinitely  he 
will  accumulate  more  tickets,  and  if  Ray  still  doesn't  do 
anything  about  them  a warrant  will  be  issued  for  his  arrest. 
Ray  may  think,  I'd  like  to  take  care  of  all  these  tickets 
but  I don't  have  the  money." 

So  he  comes  down  to  Traffic  Fines  Bureau  to  request  a 
court  hearing.  A clerk  will  then  give  Ray  a date  on  which 
to  appear  in  court.  This  date  is  usually  two  to  three  weeks 
away.  In  court,  Ray  can  explain  to  the  referee  that  he 
cannot  afford  to  pay  his  tickets  and  request  to  be  referred 
to  Project  20  to  work  off  his  fines. 

"Hope  I won't  be  sweeping  streets,"  Ray  thinks  as  he 
heads  down  the  hall  to  Room  213.  He  will  find  out  that 
Project  20  can  offer  more  than  that. Project  20  sends  people 
to  non-profit  organziat ions  in  the  community  to  do  wor^  in 
exchange  for  fines  imposed  by  the  court.  Ray  can  contribute 
his  skills  and  interests:  he  can  do  clerical  and  data-entry 
work,  help  sell  concessions  at  a theater,  work  in  a 
hospital,  tutor  children  or  adults,  or  assist  elderly 
people.  There  will  surely  be  people  out  there  who  need 
Ray' 8 help.

Problems  at  the  Mission  Plaza  Apartments  have  surfaced 
agian.  Tenants  in  the  building  are  accusing  building 
managers  of  harassment  and  a general  lack  of  concern  for 
residents  in  the  building.  The  manager,  Louis  Morales,  is 
accused  of  ignoring  tenant  complaints.  One  tenant  cited  an 
instance  where  water  was  flooding  into  her  apartment  from 
above.  When  she  tried  to  call  the  manager,  all  she  got  was 
the  answering  service.  It  took  hours  to  reach  Mr.  Morales. 

On  several  occasions,  the  mostly  elderly  tenants  have 
been  verbally  and  physically  harassed  for  daring  to  complain 
about  problems  in  the  building  located  at  2027  Mission  (near 
16th  Street).  The  building  is  owned  by  the  Pacific  Union 
Urban  Development  Corporation...  the  slumlords  posing  as 
civic  leaders  trying  to  build  the  multimillion  dollar 
downtown  stadium.  The  corporation  has  ignored  pleas  by  the 
tenants  for  new  management  in  the  building. 


On  April  19th,  a Saturday  evening,  I was  privileged  to 
witness  one  of  our  Mission  District  independant  rock 
productions,  the  "Rock  & Roll  Rodeo"  held  at  the  Mission 
Neighborhood  Center,  362  Capp  Street.  It  was  an  inspired 
evening,  brought  to  us  by  that  visionary  promoter,  Tom 
Sheridan  of  Grand  Folly  Productions,  and  a group  of  up-and- 
coming  musicians  from  four  groups. 

"G.T.  Jesus"  sparked  off  the  evening  with  their 
innovative  vocals  backed  by  a solid,  vibrant  guitar/drum 
combo.  They  roused  the  audience  onto  their  feet,  clamoring 
for  more!  Their  successors  were  "Code  of  the  West",  a band 
loose  enough  for  interchange  with  the  crowd  and  tight  enough 
to  keep  the  show's  raw  energy  flowing.  "Boss  Hoss"  moved 
the  night  into  high  gear  with  their  marked  stage  presence, 
enhanced  by  Western  outfits  to  emphasize  the  Rodeo  feel. 
"Hanging  Party"  wrapped  up  the  evening  with  some  modem 
interpretations  of  some  rock  classics,  and  some  dynamic 
original  tunes.  Real  craftsmen! 

The  Mission  Neighborhood  Center  proved  to  be  a superb 
locale  for  the  show.  The  dance  floor  and  stage  adjoin  an 
open  courtyard,  which  ventilates  smoke  and  relieves  the 
stuffy  feeling  often  found  at  small  theatres.  The  beers 
were  colder  than  those  found  at  many  bars,  and  cheaper  - a 
plus  for  the  limited  budget  most  artists  are  forced  to  exist 
on.  The  atmosphere  was  casual  and  friendly  - a marked 
contrast  to  the  stiff  an<f  awkward  environment  found  at  many 
clubs 
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"Save  your  job,  piss  in  a 
bottle"  could  become  the  new 
slogan  for  American  business. 
And  if  the  meretricious  men- 
tal midget  Meese,  who  heads 
the  inaptly  named  Department 
of  Justice,  gets  his  way  we 
may  all  be  walking  around 
with  specimen  bottles  hanging 
from  our  bodies. 

Baseball  players  are  only 
the  most  well-publicized  vic- 
tims of  this  latest  anti-drug 
mania.  Companies  every- 
where are  attempting  to  coerce  their  employees  into  sub- 
mitting to  urine  tests  in  order  to  keep  their  jobs. 
Also,  urine  tests  are  beginning  to  take  their  place  along 
side  polygraph  tests  as  conditions  of  employment. 

Now  those  of  you  feeling  smug  and  protected  by  San 
Francisco’s  anti-drug  testing  law,  know  this;  a move  is 
afoot  to  force  all  government  workers  to  take  drug  tests. 
And  while  they’re  at  it  they  want  to  throw  in  anyone  who 
receives  a government  contract.  This  covers  a lot  of 
territory,  including  many  San  Francisco  businesses.  Sin- 
ce Federal  law  always  predominates,  the  city’s  protection 
will  be  swept  away.  Mr.  Meese  again. 

The  concerted  six-year  assault  on  labor  unions,  orch- 
estrated by  this  government,  has  had  a chilling  effect  on 
everyone  who  works  for  wages.  Unions  across  the  country 
have  been  busted  despite  huge  wage  concessions.  The 
National  Labor  Relations  Board,  filled  with  Reagan  syco- 
phants, has  aided  and  abetted  this  attack  on  workers. 
This  steady  erosion  of  union  power  and  effectiveness  has 
stripped  workers  of  protection  just  when  they  need  it  the 
most. 

The  threat  exists  not  only  for  drug  users;  there  are 
many  things  an  employer  can  find  out  about  you  by  sending 
lyour  urine  to  a lab.  Are  you  pregnant?  On  medication? 
Have  a little  too  much  to  drink  this  weekend?  All  these 
answers  are  contained  in  the  little  bottle.  Your  eyes 

may  be  the  window  onto  your  soul,  but  your  urine  is  the 
doorway  to  your  chemistry. 

Why  should  your  employer  care  if  you  are  pregnant  or 
taking  prescribed  drugs?  Well  pregnant  women  cost  the 
health  plan  money  and  they  need  time  off  from  work. 
People  who  take  medicine  are  sick,  aren't  they?  They 

cost  money,  may  need  time  off, and  increase  health  prem- 
iums. Better  to  get  rid  of  them  before  they  decrease 
productivity.  Got  to  keep  that  old  competitve  edge.  You 
don't  really  know  what  they're  testing  for,  do  you,  Mr. 
Jones? 

Why  else  should  you  care?  Because  it's  none  of  their 
damn  business  what  you  do  on  the  weekend,  or  on  your 
vacation,  or  at  night  or  any  other  time.  These  guys 
think  they're  doing  you  a favor  giving  you  a job  and  they 
have  a right  to  know  what  you're  doing.  God  forbid  that 
you  might  not  be  thinking  about  work  when  you're  not 
there.  After  all  making  money  is  a full-time  job:  24 

hours  a day. 

With  the  attitudes  toward  workers  that  exist  today, 
you  can't  expect  any  help  from  Uncle.  Drugs  are  horrible 
things  and  they  must  be  stamped  out  at  any  price  and  if 
as  a side  benefit  people  are  transformed  into  obedient 
little  servants,  all  to  the  good. 

Paranoid?  Not  me.  Just  careful.  There's  this  com- 
pany claiming  to  have  a headset  that  workers  wear  when 
they  are  at  their  desks  that  measures  brain  waves.  It 
purports  to  be  able  to  tell  when  you  are  concentrating 
and  when  you  are  not.  Couple  that  with  the  ease  with 
which  employee  productivity  can  be  measured  when  everyone 
works  on  a computer  net,  add  a bottle  of  piss  or  two  and 
you  have  an  atmosphere  of  intimidation  and  fear  that 
reduces  people  into  mere  cogs  in  the  money  making  mach- 
ine. 

What  can  you  do  if  you  spent  the  weekend  watching  old 
movies,  smoking  joints  and  drinking  Tequila  and  on  Monday 
you  walk  smack  into  the  face  of  a random  drug  test?  If 
you  work  in  San  Francisco  you  can  tell  them  you'll  piss 
into  the  bottle  if  they  drink  it.  If  you  don't  have  the 
great  good  fortune  to  work  in  the  city  or  you  are  ap- 
plying for  a job,  you  may  have  to  actually  piss  into  the 
bottle. 

I'm  told  that  refusing  to  give  a sample  can  get  you 
fired  for  insubordination,  legally;  no  unemployment,  no 
severence  pay,  no  nothing.  And  it  may  even  be  legal  to 
refuse  to  give  you  a job  for  refusing  to  submit  (I'm  a 

little  hazy  on  this  part).  But  there  is  something  that 

you  can  do,  or  rather  not  do. 

You  have  to  give  them  the  urine  but  you  don't  have  to 
sign  the  form  that  allows  the  lab  to  release  the  test 
results  to  your  employer  or  your  prospective  employer. 

In  California  it  is  illegal  to  make  disclosure  of 
medical  information  a condition  of  employment.  The  law 
provides  fines  against  the  employer  who  violates  this 
prohibition.  An  employee  so  denied  has  the  right  to 
oollect  several  thousand  dollars.  Of  course  you  have  to 

go  to  court  to  collect.  No  one  said  it  was  going  to  be 

easy  to  resist. 


Community  Meeting 

NORTH  MISSION  ASSOCIATION  TACKLES  PLANNING,  RENTS 


Like  moat  low-money  San  Francisco  neighborhoods,  the 
North  Mission  has  been  getting  a royal  screwing  from  the 
downtown  business  interests,  City  Hall  and  landlords  for 
many,  many  years.  But  at  the  April  15th  meeting  of  the  NMA, 
a one-two-three  November  strategy  that  might  help  citizens 
begin  the  reclamation  of  their  city  took  shape. 

The  most-developed  project  is  a ballot  initiative  now 
being  circulated  by  the  S.F.  CAP  (Campaign  for  Accountable 
Planning)  which  would  cap  downtown  development  by  counting 
those  projects  finding  loopholes  in  the  inept  Downtown  Plan 
against  future  allowances,  require  the  Planning  Department 
to  develop  a coherent  Master  Plan  and  require  developers  to 
sponsor  job- training  programs.  Zach  Cowan  of  S.F.  CAP  was 
present  to  explain  the  measure  and  reply  to  criticisms. 

Although  some  concerns  were  raised  about  community 
input  into  the  Master  Plan  section  and  what  would  happen  if 
an  unsympathetic  Mayor  were  called  upon  to  enforce  it,  the 
NMA,  recognizing  the  baleful  influence  of  limiting  the 
City' 8 economic  growth  to  downtown  office  work,  endorsed  it 
unanimously.  A significant  factor  in  the  endorsement  wa6 
the  job  training  provision  which,  if  now  in  effect,  would 
require  Deringer  Development  to  contribute  about  $700,000  to 
job  training  for  the  workers  displaced  by  Van  Ness  Gateway 
Center.  You  can  help  or  get  more  information  about  S.F.  CAP 
by  calling  665-5417,  641-4870  or  626-1371. 

The  NMA  also  endorsed  the  April  30th  rally  held  by  the 
Vacancy  Control  Campaign  (VCC),  a coalition  of  neighborhood 
and  tenant  groups.  In  1983,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed 
legislation  that  would  limit  rent  increases  on  vacant  apart- 
ments but  Mayor  Feinstein  vetoed  the  bill  and  three  members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (Renne,  Maher  and  Molinari) 
voted  to  deny  tenants  relief  from  soaring  rent6.  VCC  vows 
to  pressure  these  politicians  into  changing  their  minds 
(Maher  is  running  for  Board  President  this  year,  the  other 
two  for  Mayor  next  year)  and,  if  they  resist,  to  put  an 
initiative  on  the  ballot.  They  can  be  reached  at  398-0724. 

Also  present  at  the  meeting  was  a representative  of  the 
24th  Street  merchants  who  explained  the  commercial  rent 
control  initiative  now  being  proposed.  Unlike  the  vague 
proposals  of  the  Supervisors,  this  initiative  would  apply  to 
all  of  San  Francisco,  not  merely  North  Beach.  While  no 
endorsement  wa6  made  at  the  April  meeting,  there  was  wide- 
spread support  for  anything  that  will  keep  neighborhood 
businesses  in  the  North  Mission  from  being  replaced  by 
franchises  and  boutiques  or  from  having  to  raise  prices  to 
pay  off  some  greedy  landlord.  People  can  help  the  cause  of 
commercial  rent  control  by  calling  661-9623. 

While  some  self-appointed  "community  leaders"  seem  to 
have  given  in  to  the  politics  of  despair,  these  measures 
show  that  there  is  a public  hungering  for  justice  which  your 
North  Mission  Association  recognizee  and  will  work  to

Gentrif ication  and  the  serge  of  land  grabbing  hits 
us  hard  these  days  in  the  "low  income 
neighborhoods"  like  the  Mission.  Does  such  a 
beast  exist  anymore  in  S.F.  Empty  lots  and 
spacious  single  family  dwellings  bite  the  dust 
daily.  We  keep  looking  to  the  Supervisors  to  do 
something  about  the  loss  we  feel  or  to  step  in  to 
preserve  something  which  they  have  no  connection 
to  anyway. 

Our  recent  history  will  be  marked  with  stories  of 
folks  who  step  in  to  preserve  something  they 
cherish  about  their  community.  In  this  highly 
mobile  city  it  is  reassuring  that,  yes,  some 
people  feel  a part  of  where  they  live  and  are 
willing  to  to  defend  it.. 

Such  a person  is  Linda  Ware.  Linda  lives  on  the 
quiet  part  of. Bernal  Heights  called  Dogpatch.  It 
does  not  reflect  city  there,  with  its  lazy 
majestic  Eucalyptus  trees  and  terraced  community 
garden.  Linda  is  a woman  who  stepped  in  front  of 
the  bulldozer  that  was  condo-izing  Dogpatch. 
Persistence  in  this  confrontation  is  noteworthy. 
The  neighbors  delayed  the  entrance  of  the 
bulldozer  for  a couple  of  months.  The  neighbors 
went  ahead  and  filed  their  suit  to  the  board  of 
permit  appeals  and  are  not  going  to  let  the 
builders  get  away  with  any  shabby  due  process  of 
procedure . 

I first  knew  Linda  Ware  as  a mother  who  took 
unusual  interest  in  her  children's  education. 
When  it  was  time  for  the  Parks  Dept.  to  graze  the 
community  garden  on  Potrero  a couple  of  years  ago, 
Linda  was  out  there  with  her  kids.  " Keep  me 
posted"  she  demanded,  "I  live  up  the  hill,  I can 
get  here  fast  when  the  time  comes".

Cinco  de  Mayo  Hits  the  Mission 

Time  once  again  for  a Mexican  holiday,  the  Cinco 
de  Mayo  parade  and  festival  on  twenty  forth 
street. This  springtime  celebration  is  full  of 
Mexican  pride  over  the  Mexican  victory,  in  1862, 
in  a battle  against  the  French,  who  by  the  way 
continued  to  occupy  Mexico  for  five  years.  Here 
in  the  Mission  it  is  a good  excuse  to  parade  with 
your  homegirl  and  put  on  a poncho. 

We  remember  last  year.  Families  were  brought  out 
by  the  festive  atmosphere.  But  what  was  there  to 
be  proud  of?  What  aspects  of  the  culture  made 
their  way  down  the  street  past  the  judging  stand? 

Can  you  recall  the  Salvadorean  cable  car  with  the 
twelve  reinas  de  belleza  (beauty  queens)?  These 
dolls  in  there  make-up  and  formal  gowns  were  said 
to  represent  the  fourteen  departments  of  El 
Salvador.  Or  was  it  the  fourteen  oligarchical 
families.  Recall  the  Chicano  Jr.  ROTC  sabers 
flashing,  bringing  home  the  fact  that  anyone  can 
defend  Uncle  Sam  in  his  fight  against  so  called 
terrorism  and  Indian  people.  And  there  was 
Quentin  Kopp  on  the  band  wagon  for  the  Latin  vote 
so  he  can  "improve  " the  quality  of  life  and  move 
in  on  our  neighborhood.  The  day's  festivities 
were  accented  by  plenty  of  Coors  beer  flowing  and 
a complete  absence  of  any  "undesirable"  elements 
that  may  destroy  the  good  time. 

Parades  are  a time  for  all  the  different  voices  to 
be  heard.  With  all  the  community  assembled  it  is 
a great  opportunity  for  some  messages  of  peace, 
some  true  expressions  of  ethnic  pride,  a few  signs 
maybe.  If  we  equate  the  fifth  of  May  with 
independence  for  Latin  people  it  must  include  a 
separation  from  colonialist  culture.  We  are 
inundated  and  saturated  so  we've  come  to  see  it  as 
normal.  Let's  reclaim  the  Fifth  of  May  for  native 
people,  and  the  spirit  of  resistance  to  cultural 
penetration. 
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Ch  April  l?th.  Vernon  . ellecourt  sjjoke  at  the  . Jo- 
men's  -uilding.  He  is  one  of  the  founders the 
American  In<lian  Ilovement.  He  works  with  Indians  from 
all  the  countries  of  the  Americas.  He  has  been  to 
both  Nicaragua  and  to  Libya.  He  is  a Auishinabe 
and  is  opposing  the  relocations  and  massive  land 
grabs  underway  in  colonized  America  right  now. 


What  they  did  is  they  just,  in  a very 
unscrupulous,  unethical,  unprincipled,  and  no 
doubt  unconstitutional  fashion,  they  jammed  this 
bill  down  our  throats. 

What's  interesting  about  this  is,  at  the  same 
time  that  this  is  happening  here,  it's  Udall  and 
Goldwater  and  everybody  that's  doing  the  job  on  us 
at  White  Earth  that  are  the  same  ones  that  are 
doing  the  job  on  the  people  at  Big  Mountain.  And 
also,  you  know,  of  course,  Barry  Goldwater 's 
position,  you  know,  he'd  link  it  to  Central 
America  and  other  issues.  I suppose  he  supports 
Reagan's  attack  on  Libya. 

VB:  — we're  tied  to  Mother  Earth 
socially,  culturally,  and  spiritually.  This  is 
why  we  say  that  we  will  never  give  up  our  land  at 
White  Earth,  we  will  never  accept  this  unjust  law. 
This  is  why  the  people  at  Big  Mountain  are  saying 
they  will  never  accept  that  unjust  law.  This  is 
why  the  people  in  the  Black  Hills  are  saying  that 
the  sacred  Paha  Saha  must  be  returned  to  us, 
because  it  is  their  Mecca,  it  is  their  Holy  Land. 
These  are  our  holy  lands.  They  have  to  understand 
that . 

And  there  again,  there  is  the  basic 
difference  between  the  indigenous  people  of  this 
land  and  those  people  that  fled  here  from  their 
countries  to  escape  from  either  spiritual, 
cultural,  economic,  or  political  persecution.  We 
know  that  a lot  of  thieves  came  with  them,  of 
course.  But  for  the  most  part,  a lot  of  people 
came  here  to  seek  sanctuary.  We  granted  it;  they 
turned  on  us  immediately  and  have  been  doing  a job 
on  us  ever  since.  See,  they  don't  understand  the 
fact  that  Mother  Earth  is  more  important.  There's 
something  more  to  it  than  just  to  exploit  it,  to 
strip  the  coal  out,  or  to  strip  the  gold  out  of 
it.  It's  something. 

And  when  you  talk  about  technology  and 
industrialization,  there's  where  we  have  some  very 
serious  problems  with  a system  of  so-called 
civilization,  and  continue  to  destroy  the  very 
air,  earth,  and  water  that  we  live  on.  How  can 
they  call  that  civilization?  That's 
uncivilization.  You  can  quote  me  on  that.  And  we 
don't  want  to  be  part  of  it.  See,  this  is  why 
we're  saying  we  want  to  take  back  our  lands,  we 
want  to  recover  our  lands,  our  resources,  and 
allow  us  to  develop  these  lands  and  resources  the 
way  that  we  wish  to,  within  the  confines  of  our 
spiritual  convictions  about  Mother  Earth.  But 
those  resources  should  benefit  our  people.  We  can 
then  break  the  cycles  of  poverty  that  decimate  our 
people  yet  today. 

Q:  Okay.  So,  you  would  make  a call  to  have 
a letter-writing  campaign,  to  denounce  these 
unconstitutional,  unethical  — 

VB:  And  notify  other  people  about  it,  and 

hOW  W©  — mm 

We're  the  victims  of  terrorism  here 
that's  still  going  on.  This  is  psychological 
terrorism  that  they're  — with  those  laws. 


And  I think  that  by  people  becoming 
more  aware  of  other  people's  cultures  and 
traditions,  they  may  start  then  respecting  their 
own  cultures  and  traditions.  And  I think  this  is 
one  of  the  biggest  problems  that  America,  for  the 
most  part  — are  people  that  have  been  stripped  of 
their  heritage,  their  culture,  their  language, 
their  music,  their  art,  and  all  these  things  that 
are  important  about  a human  being  and  about  a 
nation.  And  since  that  is  a fact,  this  is  what 
breeds  racism  and  misunderstanding  and  intolerance 
in  other  people,  because  they  don't  understand  the 
importance  and  the  values  of  people  wanting  to 
speak  their  own  language,  doing  things  a little 
different,  having  a little  different  lifestyle, 
that  we  don't  have  to  fall  into  this  so-called 
melting  pot  called  America,  where  we  all  have  to 
become  homogenized  or  assimilated  or  acculturated . 


Q:  Do  you  think  that,  like  in  Wounded  Knee, 

it'll  ever  have  to  come  to  an  armed  struggle  to 
regain  these  lands? 

VB:  Well,  we  still  continue  to  walk  the  path 

of  peace,  you  know.  And  that  is  the  direction  of 
our  elders  and  our  spiritual  leaders  and  we  will 
continue  to  do  that.  But  in  the  final,  the  whole 
world  should  know  and  will  know  that  we  have  the 
unquestionable  right  --  you  can  quote  me  on  this 
— to  carry  on  whatever  struggle  is  necessary  in 
the  interests  of  our  people,  our  lands,  our  future 
generations  — or  perhaps  I'll  put  it  this  way 
our  lands,  our  people,  our  children  and 
grandchildren  in  the  future  generations,  that  we 
have  the  unquestionable  right  to  carry  on  whatever 
struggle  is  necessary  in  the  interests  of  that.

An  exhibition  of  graffiti  murals  is  planned  for  the 
Public  Art  and  Sculpture  exhibition  in  the  San  Francisco 
Arts  Commission  Festival,  September  12-25,  1986.  The 
Festival  wants  "to  address  both  aesthetic  and  social  issues 
pertinent  to  public  art  and  sculpture".  Dp  to  nine  murals, 
10'  x 12' , are  planned. 

All  graffiti  writers  are  invited  to  submit  sketches  for 
murals  to  the  Galerla  de  la  Raza,  2851-24th  Street  before 
Thursday,  June  20.  Crews,  groups  and  individual  writers  are 
eligible.  Each  sketch  should  be  11"  x 14",  black  and  white 
with  colors  indicated.  Also  the  medium,  aerosol  spray, 
airbrush  or  acrylic,  should  be  stated.  To  notify  writers  of 
the  results , an  address  and  telephone  number  should  be 
attached  to  the  sketch. 

The  exhibition  is  being  coordinated  by  members  of  the 
Mission  Cultural  Center,  Galerla  de  la  Raza,  Bookworks  of 
San  Francisco  and  local  writers  and  artists.

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Kurosawa  (speaking  in  Japanese  through  a translator): 


"Good  evening  everyone  (answered  by  many  in  the  audience  in 
Japanese).

me  that  you  see  in  the  film  is  a little  bit  different  from 
the  real  me  (laughter  from  the  audience)/Chris  is  showing 
my  fiercest  most  disciplined  side  only  (loud  laughter  from 
audience)/I' m not  always  that  scary  a person  (more 
laughter )/And  if  I always  did  my  work  with  the  amount  of 
tension  and  severity  that  I show  in  Chris'  film  I don't 
think  I could  really  finish  my  film/We  do  have  a good  time 
on  my  films/We  tell  jokes  (audience  laughter  garbles  a fev 
words  here),  we're  like  normal  people  ( app lause ) /For 
example,  when  the  riders,  the  troops  were  going  too  slowly, 
the  way  I approached  that  was  to  say  "Are  you  out  for  a 
walk?"(audience  laughter)/So  I ^do  want  you  to  know  that  I 
ahve  this  other  6ide  that  you  may  not  see  in  the  film/Please

On  March  28th,  Akira  Kurosawa,  director  of  'Seven 
Samurai'  (a  movie  firmly  imprinted  in  the  memories  of  most 
of  us  who  grew  up  in  a big  city  where  it  was  shown  in  art 
museum  theatres  over  and  over  again,  and  remade  American 
style  by  Hollywood  as  a film  called  "The  Magnificent  Seven" 
starring  Yul  Brynner)  appeared  in  person  to  introduce  the 
documentary  film  "A.K."  (a  biography  of  him  made  by  Chri6 
Marker)  at  its  opening  at  the  Roxle  Theater  on  16th  Street 
between  Valencia  and  Guerrero  in  the  Mission. 

"The  Hidden  Fortress",  "Stray  Dog",  "Kagemusha",  "The 
Men  Who  Tread  on  Tigers'  Tails",  "Ikuru",  Rashomon",  "Dodes 
Ka  San",  and  many  others  have  appeared  at  local  repetoire 
theatres  in  the  few  months  preceding  his  appearance  in  San 
Francisco.  For  aficianados  of  this  prolific  director's 
work,  and  those  who  saw  the  film  "A.K."  but  missed  opening 
night,  here  is  a complete  transcription  of  his  own  introduc- 
tion to  that  movie...

Let's  all  chant,  "Your  planet,  my  planet,  everybody’s 
planet.  Let's  heal  it!"  Paraphrase  old  disco  songs,  pray, 
chant,  visualize,  march,  demonstrate,  write  letters  to  those 
who  'govern'  us,  let  us  do  anything  and  everything  or  even 
ju6 1 one  thing  to  help  heal  this  sick  planet.  Playing  the 
Reagan  and  Khadafy  games  of  violence,  power  and  money  will 
never  bring  any  of  us  closer  to  rich,  full,  loving  human 
lives  — not  even  the  few  who  profit  enormously  from  the 
tools  of  war.  But  we  have  to  begin  by  taking  responsibility 
for  our  own  actoins.  It's  easy  to  blame  all  the  violence, 
terrorism  and  hunger  in  the  world  on  crazy  leaders 
whether  we  blame  their  leaders  or  our  leaders  or  all  of 
them.  Crazy  they  are,  but  each  of  us  is  a terrorist,  and  we 
must  begin  by  struggling  to  change  ourselves,  to  change  our 
own  patterns  of  violence  and  greed  and  competition. 

I worked  a luncheon  for  stockbrokers  shortly  after 
Reagan's  bombing  of  Libya,  and  they  were  cheering  the 
resultant  rise  in  the  stockmarket  when  one  "educated"  young 
man  raised  his  glass  demanding  a toast,  "Here's  to  demolish- 
ing Cuba  next.  Let's  demolish  Cuba!"  This  man  is  a 
terrorist.  I am  a terrorist  when  I lustily  turn  on  the 
television  to  see  first  hand  pictures  of  the  blood  of 
gruesome  newspaper  headlines.  We  are  terrorists  when  we 
crave  more  violence  and  greed  in  our  TV  and  movie  idols, 
when  we  pay  for  more  violence,  more  blood,  more  gruesome 
deaths  at  the  movies.  We  are  terrorists  when  we  use 
physical  violence  against  our  lovers,  our  children,  our 
friends  and  even  our  enemies.  Robbery,  muggings  and 
beatings  in  our  neighborhood  are  terrorism.  We  must 

acknowledge  that  each  of  us  participates  in  this  frightening 
world  of  terrorism,  and  struggle  to  change  our  own  patterns 
of  living  if  we  really  want  to  change  the  terror  of  this 
world  and  heal  our  planet.  But  let's  do  something,  at  least 
one  thing.  I'm  scared. 

In  our  own  neighborhood  we  can  make  the  CINCO  DE  MAYO 
CELEBRATION  a demonstration  of  neighborhood  joy  and  sharing 
and  love.  It  promises  to  be  a great  celebration  with  a 
Queen  Contest  Ball  on  April  26th,  the  Cinco  de  Mayo  festival 
at  Raza  Park  (25th  and  Potrero)  on  May  3rd,  and  the  Razathon 
- Cinco  de  Mayo  Run  on  May  4th.  Let's  all  get  out  and  have 


fun .

Speaking  of  films,  I had  a delightful  evening  recently 
viewing  Yevtushenko's  "Kindergarten"  at  the  ROXIE  THEATRE, 
on  16th  Street.  Afterwards  I stopped  in  at  CAFE  PI  CARO  to 
find  they  now  have  live  entertainment  or  at  least  they  did 
that  night.  They  also  had  decaffeinated  caffe  latte  and  a 
really  pleasant  ambiance. 

Finally  something  has  been  done  with  the  old  Industrial 
Club  at  16th  and  Guerrero.  It's  now  LAS  AMERICAS  Mexican- 
Nicaraguan  Restaurant.  The  place  looks  great.  It's  clean 
and  attractive,  you  can  see  in  the  windows,  and  it  really 
looks  inviting.  I haven't  been  in  yet,  but  the  prices  in 
the  window  are  extremely  reasonable.  I'm  glad  to  see 
something  wholesome  and  attractive  on  that  cornet  finally. 

Let's  get  together  at  the  CINCO  DE-  MAYO  CELEBRATION!!! 
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By  1959,  San  Francisco  had  completely  emergea  from  the 
ashes  of  the  1906  disastrous  earthquake  and  fire.  The 
rebuilt  city  was  so  proud  of  itself  that  an  International 
Exposition  was  staged  to  celebrate;  and  celebrate  we  did! 
The  site  chosen  for  this  extravaganza  was  in  my  neighborhood 
just  across  Chestnut  Street,  and  I don't  think  any  of  us 
around  at  that  time  will  ever  stop  talking  about  it.  The 
Panama  Canal,  so  important  to  San  Francisco  shipping,  was 
finished  and  open  for  business  in  1915.  This  gave  our 
Exposition  a "dual  theme".  And,  when  I stop  to  think  about 
it,  these  themes  dovetailed  because,  at  the  same  time  that 
our  city  had  completed  its  renewal,  our  brand  new  canal  was 
opened,  giving  us  a connection  to  Europe  and  our  roots  that 
we  never  imagined  possible.  I think  that  I can  honestly  say 
that  San  Francisco  reached  maturity  in  1915. 

The  beautiful  "Mid-Winter  Fair"  of  1894  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  had  been  so  successful  that  the  leaders  of  this  city 
had  started  a movement,  around  the  turn  of  the  century, 
toward  staging  a full-sized  International  Exposition.  The 
world  wanted  to  come  and  visit  San  Francisco,  and  we  were 
ready  to  show  off  our  grand  city-by- the-bay.  Usually,  plans 
of  this  kind  take  a lot  of  time  and  effort  to  get  them  off 
the  ground  and  running,  but  we  were  fortunate  in  having 
elected  to  Congress,  in  1899,  Julius  Kahn;  the  right  man  at 
the  right  time. 

Of  course,  all  of  his  work  toward  a 1908  or  "09  Exposi- 
tion was  dashed  to  pieces  by  the  1906  earthquake,  but  he 
kept  his  dream  alive  and  saw  extremely  rewarding  results  in 
1915.  This  man  was,  in  many  ways,  an  excellent  representa- 
tive for  San  Francisco,  and  his  sudden  death  in  1924  came  as 
a shock  to  this  city;  but  all  was  not  lost.  Florence  Kahn, 
a mover  and  shaker  by  her  own  right,  was  elected  to  follow 
her  husband's  footsteps  and,  interestingly  enough,  she  had 
her  own  dream.  Hers  was  for  a bridge  to  span  the  bay  and 
had  top  priority  in  her  early  years  in  Congress.  Florence 
Kahn,  like  her  husband  before  her,  was  very  well  liked  in 
Washington  which  is  a prerequisite  to  accomplishment;  and 
she  really  got  things  done!  She  served  only  12  years, 
losing  her  seat  in  the  big  Democratic  sweep  of  1936.  These 
people,  who  were  long  time  residents  of  Cow  Hollow  at  2712 
Webster  Street,  gave  this  city  the  best  representation  it 
ever  had  in  Congress.  Mary  Prag,  Florence  Kahn's  mother, 
lived  there  with  them,  and  she  is  remembered  by  many  as  the 
Vice-Principal  of  Girl's  High.  After  50  years  as  a San 
Francisco  teacher,  she  retired  and,  surprisingly  enough, 
served  out  some  years,  afterward,  on  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  -the  Cow  Hollow  of  my  time  the  scene  was  much  the 
same  as  it  is  today.  The  farms  were  gone,  the  streets  were 
paved,  and  there  were  very  few  vacant  lots  left.  Most  of 
the  houses  that  were  there  70  years  ago  are  still  standing. 
Chestnut  and  Lombard  Streets  have  developed,  but  from 
Broadway  down  past  Greenwich  there  is  very  little  change. 
Yes,  the  cartracks  are  gone  from  Union  Street,  but  the 
Sherman  School  is  still  there  as  are  most  of  the  old  homes 
along  that  street.  The  only  difference  is  that  the  houses 
have  interesting  little  store  fronts  where  their  front  yards 
used  to  be.  Henry  Casebolt's  cable-car  factory  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Union  and  Laguna  had  been  eliminated  by 
progress , but  his  fine  house  still  presides  over  the  2700 
block  of  Pierce  Street.  The  MUNI  had  given  us  the  unique 
little  "E"  streetcar,  a special  hill  climber,  which  went 
from  the  Presidio  through  Union  Street,  up  over  Russian  Hill 
and  down  Columbus  Avenue,  through  the  old  Produce  Market  to 
the  Ferry  Building.  These  one-of-a-kind  streetcars  were  our 
personal  possession  and  when  they  took  them  away  from  us,  we 
wept ! 

Going  back  again  to  1915,  when  I was  17  years  old  and 
had  the  world  by  the  tail,  life  was  good  because  I worked 
here  and  there  on  easy  jobs;  such  as  a photographer's 
assistant  or  delivering  flowers  for  my  uncle,  Ralph  Madero. 
He  was  in  partnership  with  Gus  Taylor  in  the  Prsidio  Flower 
Shop  on  the  south  side  of  Union  Street  at  2179,  next  door  to 
the  Golden  State  Chop  House  and  Rubke's  Relay  Grocery,  with 
Jack  Palsani's  Spring  Valley  Fish  and  Poultry  Market  and 
Quality  Inn  Candles  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Union  and 
Fillmore  Streets.  They  were  all  on  the  ground  floor  of  Mr. 
Postal's  apartment  building;  but  my  uncle  was  in  a small 
building  owned  by  Mr.  Sherman  of  Sherman,  Clay  & Company, 
who  lived  in  his  beautiful  house  to  the  rear  and  above, 
facing  on  Green  Street.  I am  told  that  it  is  a Bed  and 
Breakfast  Inn  now,  but  when  I was  young  Ihad  a chance  to  go 
inside  of  It  whenever  my  uncle  would  send  me  around  there  to 


pay  the  rent.  It  is  one  of  the  best  of  the  fine  old  houses 
in  San  Francisco;  a real  jewel.  Union  Street  in  those  days 
was  what  we  call  a regular  "shopping  district".  It  serviced 
Cow  Hollow  with  all  kinds  of  groceries,  fruit  stands, 
butcher  shops,  cigar  stores,  saloons,  hardware  and  drug 
stores,  and  all  the  small  businesses  a district  needs. 
Union  Street  even  had  3 theaters:  the  Palace  at  1708  and  the 
Electric  Theatre  at  1930  Union  are  gone  now,  but  the  Cory, 
which  became  the  Rio  Theatre  in  the  2200  block,  is  still 
there  and  is  now  called  the  Metro  II. 

Victor  and  Albina  Moreggia  had  a first  class  fruit  and 
vegetable  market  at  1849  Union,  but  that  was  just  a 
beginning  for  what  was  to  become  the  finest  fruit  and  vege- 
table outlet  In  this  city.  In  larger  quarters  on  the  rim  of 
the  old  Produce  Terminal  at  Clay  and  Front  Streets  they 
gained  a citywide  reputation  for  themselves  in  supplying  the 
highest  quality  produce  to  the  finest  resaurants,  hotels  and 
passenger  ships.  They  are  still  going  srong  in  the  new 
Produce  Terminal  out  on  Jerrold  Avenue.  When  I was  a young 
boy,  their  son  A1  used  to  ask  me  to  ride  with  him  when  he 
was  making  his  deliveries  from  the  old  Union  Street  store. 
Too  bad  he's  gone  now;  he  was  a real  nice  guy. 

Down  the  street  from  them,  at  1977  Union,  was  Fred 
Bruneman's  butcher  shop  and,  on  the  corner  where  the  Bank  of 
America  sits,  was  Antone  Zietich,  grocer,  who  later  moved 
across  and  down  near  Fillmore  on  the  ground  floow  of  the  Red 
Wing  Hotel  at  2170  Union  Street.  He  called  this  store 
"Tony's  Market"  and  it  was  well  known  in  earlier  years,  and 
later  on  became  Jurgensen's.  Today  it  is  a fancy  7—11- 
store.  Next  to  Tony's  and  on  the  corner  of  Fillmore  was  a 
saloon;  with  Davis  & Williams'  cigar  store  in  the  alcove  of 
the  saloon' 8 front  door.  Mr.  Postel  owned  the  little 
building  occupied  by  the  saloon,  so  he  owned  both  Corners  of 
Union  Street  on  the  east  side  of  Fillmore.  Up  on  the  corner 
of  Laguna  Street,  where  the  Wells  Fargo  Bank  is  now,  was  the 
Rossi  Drug  Store  with  Rotten  Jimmy's  next  door.  In  those 
days,  the  word  "Bazaar"  was  used  to  describe  a store 
handling  all  sort  of  housewares  and  dry  goods,  and  even 
distressed  merchandise.  That's  what  Rotten  Jimmy's  was  and 
I was  always  fascinated  by  the  vast  variety  of  stock  he 
carried.  I never  did  know  where  that  name  came  from  or  who 
Jimmy  really  was;  the  store  was  owned  by  Joe  Dondero. 

Larry,  Ollie,  Irene,  Dorothy  and  Rose  were  my  cousins 
who  had  moved  out  of  the  old  Earthquake  & Fire  refugee 
shacks  in  1908  and  were  now  living  at  2161  Greenwich  Street 
around  the  corner  from  and  behind  the  North  End  police 
station,  which  was  in  the  3100  block  of  Fillmore.  I guess 
Dorothy  was  my  favorite,  and  I used  to  laugh  when  she  would 
complain  about  the  weird  noises  that  came  out  of  the  drunk- 
tank  in  the  back  of  the  police  station.  Next  door  was 
Lynch' 8 saloon  on  the  southeast  corner,  and  across  Fillmore, 
where  the  Balboa  Cafe  is  now,  was  also  a saloon.  Dwyer's 
saloon  was  on  the  northwest  corner,  which  gave  that 
Intersection  three  saloons.  At  one  time  in  earlier  years, 
all  four  corners  had  saloons  until  that  German  family  came 
along  and  changed  the  northeast  corner  into  a grocery  store. 

Even  though  some  70  years  have  passed,  the  people  and 
events  of  1915  remain  clear  in  my  memory.  As  \ said 
earlier;  "San  Francisco  reached  maturity  in  1915".  I feel 
that  I,  too,  matured  in  that  year.  The  Panama  Pacific 
International  Exposition  provided  a good  learning  experience 
for  me  and  caused  me  to  realize  what  the  rest  of  the  world 
was  like.  This,  in  turn,  made  me  appreciate  my  own  city; 
San  Francisco.  Oh  yes;  1915  was  a great  year.

Business  in  the  Mission  seems  to  come  and  go  with  an 
alarming  frequency.  People  with  good  ideas  $nd  little 
business  sense  find  themselves  overwhelmed  by  the  day  to  day 
complexities  of  running  their  own  enterprise  and  reluctantly 
fold  up  shop  after  learning  they  just  haven't  the  knack  or 
the  drive  for  proprietorship.  On  the  other  hand,  some 
people  seem  to  have  been  born  behind  the  counter,  thrive  on 
the  long  hours  and  hard  work  and,  over  the  years,  expand 
upon  their  success.  Case  in  point;  A1  Briz. 

A1  immigrated  to  the  United  States  from  his  native 
Spain  in  1969.  He  found  a job  at  La  Tereza  restaurant  in 
San  Francisco's  Outer  Mission  district  and  within  a year 
became  the  owner  of  that  business,  which  he  sold  in  1976. 
In  1974,  he  acquired  the  property  at  16th  and  Valencia  which 
currently  houses  the  centerpiece  of  his  enterprises,  La  Bale 
(local  residents  remember  this  location  as  the  site  of  a 
Wells  Fargo  Bank  for  many  years). 

In  1980,  he  bought  Doc's  Clock,  a popular  local  bar 
located  at  2575  Mission.  In  1983,  he  became  owner  of  the 
Pioneer  Bar  at  34  7th  Street.  In  1985,  he  purchased  the 
City  Club  at  16th  and  Capp  and  the  Villa  Madrid  Latin  Dance 
Club  near  23rd  and  Valencia.  Always  on  the  lookout  for  a 
good  deal,  A1  bought  up  the  Mission  Stamp  and  Coin  Company 
at  2065  Mission  earlier  this  year.  This  made  him  the  owner 
of  5 San  Francisco  businesses,  four  in  the  Mission,  and  the 
employer  of  nearly  three  dozen  people. 

A1  says  his  formula  for  success  is  hard  work  (17-18 
hour  days  seven  days  a week),  determination  and  never  giving 
up.  He  adds  the  long  hours  are  also  the  hardest  thing  about 
running  a business.  One  unusual  aspect  of  the  Briz 
operation  is  how  the  managers  of  each  shop  are  hired.  "I 
find  somebody  who  knows  nothing  about  a particular  business 
and  train  them  myself.  I never  go  with  professionals." 

A1  and  Estella,  his  wife  of  ten  years,  have  four 
daughters;  Alajandrina  8,  Christina  5,  Adriana  3 and  Cellna 
2.  Estella  and  A1  work  together  at  La  Bale,  the  business  he 
seems  most  proud  of.  The  kids  are  usually  at  the  store  and, 
with  A1'8  brother  Francisco  and  niece  Laura  also  working 
there,  La  Bale,  despite  its  expansivenes6 , has  the  homey 
feel  of  a mom  and  pop  market.  A1  points  out  that  hiring 
family  also  has  a practical  aspect  in  that  he  is  able  to 
undersell  Safeway  on  most  items. 

La  Bale  is  more  than  just  a grocery  store.  The 
premises  at  16th  and  Valencia  also  include  a complete  coffee 
shop,  deli,  homemade  pastries  and  over  eighty  varieties  of 
foreign  and  domestic  beer.  Rehab  of  the  building  to  make 
way  for  all  this  began  in  1983  and  concluded  with  La  Bale's 
grand  opening  in  December  of  1985,  but  things  are  still  in 
the  works  with  plans  for  the  Westwood  Cafe  next  door  and 
expanded  hours  from  7 AM  to  midnight.  La  Bale  will  soon 
have  one  California  Lotto  machine. 

Al,  who  once  worked  as  a mariachi  and  is  featured  on 
two  albums  ("Ella"  and  "Guadalajara")  is  once  again  involved 
with  music  through  his  restoration  of  the  fire-ravaged  Villa 
Madrid  Club.  An  even  more  ambitious  enterprise  that  he  has 
somehow  found  the  time  for  is  the  rehab  of  4750  Mission 
Street  (near  Ocean)  as  San  Francisco's  biggest  night  club. 

The  Briz  family  are  resident  homeowners  in  the  Mission. 
One  wonders  how  with  all  the  above  mentioned  activities  they 
ever  get  time  to  enjoy  a quiet  evening  at  home.

FOCUS  ON  HEALTH

The  predominant  Western"  notions  of  body,  health, 
disease  and  medicine  were  developed  as  ideological 
components  of  the  industrial  revolution.  As  a result,  they 
are  reductionist  and  mechanical.  As-  public  health  change 
efforts  eliminated  devastating  infectious  diseases,  heart 
disease , cancer  and  other  "diseases  of  civilization  " for 
which  modern  medicine  is  virtually  ineffective  - have  taken 
their  place  as  major  health  problems  in  this  culture.  This 
has  led  to  the  need  for*  a "New  Paradigm"  in  health  which 
incorporates  psychological,  social  spiritual,  cultural  and 
political  dimensions. 

The  Integrated  Health  Studies  Program  at  New  College 
looks  to  much  of  the  philosophy  embraced  by  Holistic  Health 
with  an  added  dimension  - an  awarenees  of  the  social, 
political  production  of  health  and  disease.  The  Holistic 
Health  Movement  has  constantly  embraced  two  themes:  the 
unity  of  body,  mind  and  spirit  replacing  the  Cartesian 
duality  of  modern  medicine;  and  its  corollary,  that  because 
illness  is  more  than  physical,  medicine  to  be  effective  must 
address  the  broader  spectrum  of  the  individual. 

The  Holistic  Health  Movement,  however,  reproduces  many 
of  the  structural  patterns  of  the  dominant  system:  solo,  fee 
for  service  practice;  authority  centered  paradigms;  social 
class  biases;  and  an  individualistic  focus  which  tends  to 
"blame  the  victim"  while  adjusting  the  individual  to  a 
socially  pathological  environment.  Therefore  the  Integrated 
Health  Studies  Program  believes  that  the  Holistic  Health 
movement  must  not  be  uncritically  accepted,  but  to  be  truly 
"holistic"  we  must  address  the  social,  political  and 
economic  forces  producing  health  and  disease. 

During  the  summer  of  1986,  Integrated  Health  Studies 
at  New  College  will  be  offering  coursework  which  reflects 
the  development  of  a "New  Paradigm"  in  health.  Summarizing 
the  field  is  my  course  entitled  Holistic  Health  2 Issues  and 
Perspectives  which  will  present  a systematic  and  critical 
investigation  of  the  Holistic  Health  Movement.  It  will 
Include  an  historical  survey  of  medical  care  through  the 
development  of  scientific  medicine  and  an  analysis  of  the 
tradition  of  alternative  medicine  including  historical 
roots,  current  status,  social  policy  implications,  and 
political  impact. 

Barry  Martin,  Ph.D.  in  Physics,  will  teach  Quantum 
Consciousness  2 The  New  Physics  which  will  examine  our 
traditional,  causal,  materialistic  notions  of  an  objective 
reality.  The  creative  role  of  the  observer  in  constructing 
the  "out  there"  will  be  related  to  psychology  and 
perception,  and  how  the  Self  defines  the  nonSelf.  Current 
concepts  of  the  new  paradigm  and  its  implications  for  the 
existing  order  will  be  explored. 
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both  with  an  experiential  and  a theoretical  understanding  of 
the  use  of  drama  as  a therapeutic  tool.  Students  will  be 
introduced  to  different  approaches,  and  a variety  of 
techniques.  Focus  will  be  placed  on  the  healing  aspects  of 
theatre,  as  well  as  the  use  of  drama  in  therapeutic  milieus. 

These  courses  would  be  of  value  to  anyone  interested  in 
the  issues  of  personal  and  social  health.  For  more  infor- 
mation, call  New  College  at  626-1694.

Margo  Adair,  author  of  Working  Inside  Out : Tools  for 
Change  will  teach  a course  in  Visualization.  This  class 
will  explore  the  nature  of  consciousness  and  techniques  to 
reclaim  deeper  awareness.  Students  will  develop  the  ability 
to  reduce  stress  and  cultivate  the  talent,  creativity  and 
psychic  potential  intrinsic  to  consciousness  itself.  Also, 
it  will  examine  the  relationship  between  the  personal, 
political  and  spiritual  in  developing  an  understanding  how 
to  focus  attention  to  bring  about  change  in  different 
circumstances . 

Misha  Cohen,  Director  of  Quan  Yin  Acupuncture  Center 
will  teach  Introduction  To  Chinese  Medicine,  an  introduction 
to  the  philosphy,  history  and  basic  theories  of  Chinese 
medicine.  Subjects  include  Yin/Yang  theory,  Five  Phases, 
Zang  Fu  (internal  organs)  and  channel  theory,  with  a focus 
on  balance.  The  course  Includes  a discussion  of  lifestyle 
(nutrition,  exercise,  meditation,  etc.)  in  our  world  today 
from  a Chinese  medical  point  of  view. 

An  exciting  course  on  Consumer  Health  Information  is 
being  offered  in  conjunction  with  the  Planetree  Health 
Resource  Center,  an  innovative  health  library  for  the  lay 
person  - Bridging  the  Gap  > Medical  Informat  ion  and  the 
Consumer.  It  will  explore  the  growing  demand  for  accurate, 
unbiased  helth  in  information.  Field  trips  to  health 
libraries  and  the  Planetree  Model  Hospital  Unit  at  the 
Pacific  Medical  Center  will  be  Included. 

Finally,  Argentine-born  Susana  Pendzik,  who  has  taught 
in  Israel,  London  and  the  U.S.  will  teach  Introduction  to 
Drama  Therapy.  This  course  is  designed  to  provide  students
